of cdnslructing a web. 

The sun blinded him for a mo- 
ment as he stepped out on the 
street. The garbage cans lined the 
sidewalk waiting for the disposal 
trucks. Gary thought how good it 
was that the hot summer had pass- 
e<l. No more hordes of grecn-bellicd 
flies swarming about the reeking 
refuse. 

The morning at school went very 
(piickly with arithmetic, spelling, 
games at recess, on exercise in 
writing, and finally teacher read 
from that nice book with all the 
pictures. She had often read to 
them about the kings and ciueens, 
fairies and goblins. This morning 
the story was very sad — but only 
in the beginning. It was all about 
a very poor family who didn't even

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FREUD IN THE CLEAR 

It is only a fuw years ago that the song parody, "rtn -the sweet 
heart of Sigm . . . iind Freud", sung by an enchanted young thing, was 
a hit of the annual Toronto revue "Spring Thaw". However, fashions 
change in those matters, and now Kinsey seems to be the rage. 
(Remember the cartoon - matronly type looking up thoughtfully from 
a book, "Is there a Mrs. Kinsey?") At the risk of being out of date 
the recent •publication, in English, of the complete works of Sigmund 
Freud deserves notice. Perhaps the lack of fuss now over the ideas of 
Freud is the i>est indication that they have become a part of the fabric 
of our modem life. 



Freud the Thinker 

It is rather disconcerting to see 
the manner in which Freud's think 
ing fits into accepted scientific dog- 
ma today. Perhaps equally start- 
ling is Freud's prediction of this 
years ago. The whole edifice of the 
psychoanalytical theory, he wrote 
in 1917, "is in reality but a super 
fatructure which will have to be set 
on its organic foundations at some 
time or other". Before taking his 
medical degree in Vienna in 1881, 
he worked in a physiology labora- 
tory. It was only after a period in 
orthodox neurological practice, that 
Freud gradually launched upon his 
psychological theories. II i s ideas 
then, were not arrived at in direct 
opposition to the accepted neuro- 
logical conceptions of his day, but 
were rather 'an attempt to broaden 
their then narrow limits. 

Deep Significance 

Through a.ssociation with a 
fcllou- named UreucrrVj^Cwcll- 
known (o veterinary sludcntH as 
part of llie IlerinK-iireuer re- 
flex), Freud realized that the 
symptoni-s of certain forms of 
hysteria had deep emotional 
Hignificance fur the patient and 
could only be under>i(u<>d in the 
light of his psycliulugical his- 
tory. It seems thai "spychoan- 
alysis" is a double-barreled 
word. When it is applied to the 
method of searching interview, 
ferreting out the general course 
of emotional development from 
early infancy, the word describes 
a standard psycho-therapeutic 
procedure of today. Hut another 
matter is the use of the word 
"psychoanalysis" to describe the 
body of Freud's theories - which 
underwent constant modification 
in Freud's lifetime, and is still 
evolving. Freud's critics would 
seem to err in attacking his 
work as a set, well-integrated 
^ explanatory system linked by 
propositions of a deductive char- 
acter. If you accept the idea that 
P-sychoanalysis is rather a set of 
provisional, fragmentary hypo- 
theses desifined to coordinate the 
clinical findings brought to light 
by the psychoanalytical method, 
then it seems that Freud's ideas 
arc reasonableness itself. 

The. best -known concepts of 
Freudian theory are two. That of 
repression he developed from the 
i<icn of the intentional forgetting 
of distressing events. Then it ap- 
peared that the forgetting might 
take place without the subject be- 
ing aware' of its occurence; and 
that the material forgotten might 
never have been clearly represent- 
ed in consciousness. To e.vplain llio 
subtle nuances of this, Freud hiid 
to develop his metaphysical jargon 
which proved so distressing to 
those cold-blooded logicians who 
never forget anything. But Freud's 
main interest and activities grad- 



ually turned to the conscious. 
Overboard 

Freud is often accused of 
having gone overboard for his 
second concept, that of the sex- 
ual factor, not only in mental 
illness, but also the small things 
of everyday life. It is said that 
he applied >cxiial interpretations 
to almost everything his patients 
said or did. Itut the fact is that 
he did not publish this theory 
until he had been in psychoan- 
alytical iiraitice for 15 years. 
Whether I'reud be right or 
wrong, it seems that his patients 
produced the facts long before 
Freud thought up his astonish- 
ing explanation. 

Ail neuroses used to be ascribed 
to a traumatic origin. Freud took 
his first step in assuming that the 
traumatic events were really sex- 
ual. His interviews with patients 
showed that trauma was not an 
essential factor, but that t h e r e 
exisle<l fantasies of a sexual nature 
that could only be explained by as- 
suming that psychoscxual activities 
had their beginning in early child 
hood. This doctrine of infantile 
sexuality gave birth to ideas of 
partial instincts and libidinal stag- 
es, the concept of fixation and re 
gression, the Oedipus complex — 
and through this to the psycho- 
analytical theory of neurosis. It 
seems that the facts support 
Freud's pansexualism. 

Prolific Writer 

The amount of work Freud ac- 
complished in his lifetime > he 
died in 1939 - is staggering. 
First he was a practising phy- 
sician - he lectured - and then 
he found the time and the incli- 
nation to turn out the massive 
tomes in which the body of his 
work is contained. Uut his fancy 
turned to other things as well as 
these titles of his books testify - 

"Beyond The Pleasure Principle", 

"Wit and its Itclation to the Un- 
conscious", "Totem and Tabu", 
and "Moses and Monotheism". 

Therapeutically, the Freudian 
system is limited in its successes, 
and is being replaced by more 
rapid and, on the whole, more ef- 
fective treatment for mental ill- 
nesses. But now Freud's principles 
are considered to have less rele- 
vance to neurosis and its treatment 
than to -the general problems of 
human personality and its develop- 
ment in society. Perhaps the rea- 
son why Freud's ideas arc so !m- 
I)ortant and likely to be with us al- 
ways, in one form or another, is 
that Freud's challenge was not 
human ignorance, but human dis- 
tress, to be countered by skilled in- 
vestigation and care.
